GEOLOGY. 

Geology is a modern science. It is 
but little more than a quarter of a cent- 
ury since it received its existence, es- 
pecially in our own country. Before 
that, it was neither understood nor men- 
tioned in our highest institutions of 
learning. Our most learned professors 
possessed no practical knowledge of 
this subject, nor did our country con- 
tain any source from which it could be 
obtained. They were unable to recog- 
nize or name the mest common mineral 
in the streets. Indeed most of the 
knowledge m Europe upon this subject, 
was drawn from conjecture, rather than 
facts, 

Within a few years past, however, 
Geolegy has made greater progress than 
was ever made by any other science in 
the same length of time. From being 
wholly unknown in our colleges, it has 
become a familiar and delightful sub- 
ject in infant schools. Thousands of 
children under ten years of age, are 
now better practical geologists, than 
any individual who could be found in 
the country thirty years ago. They have 
not collected their knowledge from their 
school-rooms or their books, but from 
actual observation and examination,— 
They are acquainted with a certain rock 
or mineral from seeing it and know its

New Jersey Rail Road,—The Eliza- 
bethtown Journal states that a survey and 
estimate of the extension of this rail- 
road has been submitted to the Com-

The estimated cost of the road from 
Somerville to Belvidere—a distance of 
about 45 miles—is $541,250; or about 
$13,000 per mile. The branch from

DESTRUCTIVE|FIRE AT N. YORK, FOUR 


ENTIRE SQUARES DESTROYED—40 
HORSES BURNT. 


The Steam Boat Mail of this after 
noon brings accounts of another great 
Fire in the city of New York. The 
following is from the Commercial Ad- 
vertiser of last Evening. 

About eleven vderk last night, the 
alarm was given, and it was soon ascer- 
tained that the extensive stables of Mes- 
sts Kipp & Brown, proprietors of the 

‘reenwich Stages, were on fire; and 
the work of destruction did not cease 
until all the buildings on the four blocks, 
or squares, were nearly destroyed— 
destroying it is computed, from one hun- 
dred and thirty to one hundred and fifty 
houses, and driving into the street from 
three hundred and fifty to four hundred 
families. Such scenes of distress were 
never before witnessed by the thou- 
sands of persons who were the lookers 
on this dreadful calamity. We fully 
concur with the Daily Advertiser of 
this morning, that ‘‘language can 
scarcely describe the scene of confusion 
and consternation at this moment— 
hundreds of families who had removed 
their furniture to places supposed by 
them to be secure, were now seeu 
flying in every direction before the 
fury of the all absorbing element; in 
many instances, furniture after being 
removed, was destroyed by the fire.
